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MARINES PREPARE TO MOVE INTO LEBANESE CAPITAL 


Cuban Rebels 
Release More 
U.S. Captives 


GUANTANAMO, Cuba (AP) — 


Cuban rebels have finally started 
releasing the rest of the North 
Americans they •'kidnaped. Seven 
U. S. servicemen were f r e e d 
Tuesday and others of the 22 still 
held were expected to' be returned 
today. 


The seven bearded men re- 


leased were in good condition and 
high spirits as they stepped from 
two helicopters at the U.S. Navy 
base on Guantanamo Bay. all 
said Fidel Castro's men treated 
them well during their three 
weeks in the rebels' jungle camps. 


The returnees said they under- 


stood four or five more service- 
men would be freed each day. 
They had been scheduled to start 
coming out of the east Cuban 
mountains Monday but apparently 
bad weather delayed transporting 
them -to the pickup point. 


"The rebels are willing and 


anxious to get rid of all the men 
because they wish to avoid endan- 
gering any of the captives' lives," 
said Storekeeper L. C. Robert 
Gibson of Chattahoochee, Fla. 


The rebels between June 26 and 


July 1 kidnaped 30 U.S. service- 
men, 17 American civilians and 3 
Canadians. All the civilians and 
one Navy airman were freed in 
small batches between July 2 and 
July U, but the delay in freeing 
the bulk of the servicemen was 
beginning to anger the Navy and 
aroused concern for the safety of 
the men.

that Adams is "one of my best 
friends ... and a friend you call 
whenever you see fit." 


Goldfine said, too, that some- 


times the calls were on such mat- 
ters as tariff regulations which 
were of interest to his textile 
firms. The 43 telephone calls were 
during -the period Nov. 20, 1957, 
to May U, 1958. 


It was Goldfine's seventh day of 


testimony before the House sub- 
committee digging into charges 
that his business interests have 
received favored treatment from 
federal regulatory agencies be- 
cause 
of his 
friendship 
with 


Adams. 


Both Goldfine and Adams have 


denied any preferential treatment 
but have told of gifts -exchanged 
between them. 


Rep. Oren Harris (D-Ark) hopes 


his committee can wind up ques- 
tioning of Goldfine today. 
"• But "we're going to get all we 
can out of him first" before let- 
ting the 67-year-old Goldfine off 
the witness stand, Harris de- 
clared. 


Today's Is the seventh appear- 


ance in two weeks for the Boston 
textile and real estate magnate 
whose gifts to presidential aide 
Sherman Adams and others set 
off a Washington uproar. 


Goldfine and Adams have stead- 


fastly denied that Adams swung 
federal favors for Goldfine. 


Tuesday, 'after a 3^-hour se- 


cret huddle with subcommittee 
members, Harris gave newsmen 
tidbits about an Army textile con- 
tract dispute in which he said the 
facts: "gross political interference 
and'influence." 


Harris said Goldfine had no con- 


nection with the case, but he re- 
fused , repeatedly to say whether 
Adams was involved. 


"It involes a great many peo- 


ple. . . . The entire investigation 
must be developed before any in- 
dividuals should be named," was 
Harris' answer when reporters 
asked about Adams.

,t Warren State Hospital come 
nth announcement of publica- 
ion of two scientific papers by 
nembers of the medical staff. 


The first paper, written by 


)r. Arthur Hoshino and co- 
LUthor Eugene Cease, chief 
>sychologist at the hospital, ap- 
>ears in the current issue of 
'American Journal of Psychia- 
ry," official journal of the 
American Psychiatric Associa- 
ion. The paper, entitled "Ipro- 
iiazid Phosphate in the Treat- 
nent of the Chronic Hospital- 
zed Schizophrenic," describes 
i project covering 64' chronic 
mtients at the hospital. 


The study enalyzed the ef- 


fectiveness of one of the so- 
;alled "psychic energizers,"- a 
irug for which considerable 
success had been claimed else- 
where in. the nation. At the end 
if the six months of Dr. Ho- 
shino's study, the conclusion 


was reached that the drug had 
not significantly 
altered the 


condition of the patients treat- 
ed. 


The second paper, "Mileau 


Activity Therapy With Chroni- 
cally Disturbed Female Pa- 
tients," was written by Dr. 
James Suess, Clinical Director 
of the hospital, and appears in 
"Psychiatric Quarterly," one of 
the country's leading psychia- 
tric journals. Dr. Suess select- 
ed a group of women patients 
who had been hospitalized for 
prolonged periods without show- 
ing any lasting improvement 
after 
the 
administration 
of 


electroshock therapy and the 
new tranquilizmg medications. 
This group of apparently hope- 
less patients was then given 
special personal attention. Care- 
fully selected attendants and 
nurses were assigned to the 
project, with a ratio of one 
employee to every six patients,

j the experiment continued, Dr. 


Suess reports it was apparent 
that most patients were regain- 
ing self-esteem which had been 
absent during their long illness- 
es, and most responded with 
increasing warmth to the inter- 
personal relationship with em- 
ployees'. One-third of the group 
were able to leave the hospital, 
a. considerably higher propor- 
tion of such chronic patients 
than had so improved with all 
other efforts at treatment. Dr. 
Suess' paper emphasizes that 
this demonstration of the value 
of h u m a n relationship and 
warmth of interest would re- 
quire considerably more per- 
sonnel than most hospitals are 
now able to eemploy. 
Dr. Suess, a native of Rock 
Island, Illinois, graduated from 
Northwestern Medical School, 
interned m New Orleans, and 
has been on the Warren State 
Hospital staff for the last five 
years. Dr. Hoshino, a native of 
California and a graduate of 
University of Buffalo Medical 
School, has been at Warren for 
three years, and is a senior 
psychiatrist on the staff. 


Eugene Cease, who collabora- 


ted in Dr. Hoshino's research, is 
a native of Cambridge Springs, 
a graduate of Allegheny Col- 
lege, where he also received his 
Master's Degree, and is chief 
psychologist at Warren State 
Hospital.

In the old days, rebellions were like downpours. 


A big storm came up fast and then it was over. 
Lately, however, some seem to be more like drizzles.

In Algeria, it is now years since the Algerian 


rebels began their campaign for independence. As 
the French mow them down, others spring up to 
carry on. 


In Cuba, all the efforts President Batista, has 


made have failed to suppress Fidel Castro's sus- 


.- tamed assaults. The bold seizure of many Ameri- 


cans is merely the latest evidence of Batista's in- 
ability to halt the annoying drizzle. 


The revolt in Lebanon is still relatively new. But 


if it should be fed steadily by Nasser of Egypt, 
further emboldened by the Iraq revolt, it. too. could 
drag on endlessly, even in the face of a United 
Nations police force. 


One of the remarkable things about most of 


these uprisings is the way a quite small minority 
of dissidents can go on jabbing a government's 
sides for month after month without being snuffed 
out. 


Some governments, it appears, have lost the 


capacity to crush even the smallest uprising In 
each case, the circumstances differ, but the overall 
result makes a pattern. 


In all these instances, the unending assaults 


have had a terribly wearing effect upon the govern- 
ments under siege. There is the drain of men and 
money, and the diversion from other vital tasks. 


The rebels seem to be operating on the theory 


that what they cannot accomplish by great num- 
bers in a major explosion they may achieve by an 
unbroken series of modest attacks, with time as 
their principal ally. 


The probability that they may bring it off is 


real. Already the Algerian revolt has produced 
reactions that toppled the Fourth Republic. Earlier 
this year the Indonesian government was on the 
brink. Batista today faces the bitter truth that his 
countering moves are a failure. 


The nuisance value of the tireless troublemaker 
never seemed higher.

at 370 degrees fahrenheit. 


The panel can be cut, sawed * 


and nailed, and is said to have 
high insulation and accoustieal 
values. The makers say walls can 
be erected in 40 per cent less 
time and at 20 per cent less cost 
than conventional materials.

Midget Magnet Is 
Used as a Super- 
Cooling System 


By KEN>TIE TAYLOR 
AP Science Reporter 


BERKELEY, Calil. (AP) — A 


magnet the size of a suitcase 


i which uses more power than the 
propellers of a guided missile sub- 
marine was unveiled here today. 


The little giant has gone to work 


as a supercooling instrument, re- 
ducing small samples of matter to 
temperatures approaching abso- 
lute zero. 


The object of the magnet's work 


is to determine the properties of 
substances when virtually all the 
heat has been pumped out 
of: 


them. Many materials have been 
reduced to temperatures only a 
few degrees, or even a small frac- 
tion of a degree, above absolute 
zero. 


In this condition the substances 


do strange things. Helium, nor- 
mally a gas, climbs the walls of 
its containers when it is reduced 
to a liquid only two or three de- 
grees above absolute zero. A strip 
of steel will shatter like glass. A 
piece of rubber band becomes so 
hard it can be driven into a plank 
like a nail. 


The new magnet is the first ma- 


jor piece of equipment in a fan- 
tastic laboratory headed by Prof. 
William F. Giauqne at the Uni- 
versity of California. It cost about 
a million dollars, or only a few 
thousands less than the laboratory 
itself. 


Financing for the instrument 


was supplied by the Office of Na- 
val Research, the National Sci- 
ence Foundation, and the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The univer- 
sity appropriated 31,025,000 for 
laboratory, which has been eight 
years in building and still is in- 
complete. 


Prof Giauque is a Nobel prize 


winner. He received that honor in 
1949 lor perfecting his magnetic 
method reducing temperatures. 
His work holds enormous possibil- 
ities for learning more about the 
nature of matter. 


His magnet is the first to oper- 


ate 
continuously at its rated 


strength, which pulls 10,000 horse- 
power out of the electric lines. By 
contrast, a guided missile subma- 
rine has a shaft horsepower rat- 
ing of. only 6,500.

FCC Told Town Antenna 
Systems Do Not Interfere 
With Local TV Broadcasting 


(Publicity r e l e a s e from 


the Warren Television Cor- 
poration) . 


Joining with 315 community 


antenna systems and its Na- 
tional Association, the Warren 
Television Corporation recently 
told the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission that commu- 
nity antenna television systems 
like itself'have assisted in the 
extension of TV reception serv- 
ice to small cities and towns 
which would not otherwise have 
any, or adequate, television re- 
ception. 


The Commission was told 


that community ant'ennas fui- 
nish television to three-fourths 
of the people in rural areas who 
are r e c e i v i n g television by 
means other than local TV sta- 
tions. The antenna people also 
told the Federal agency that 
community antenna sj'stems in 
moderately small towns — ap- 
proximately 15 to 25 thousand 
people—encouraged local groups 
to build stations in what other- 
wise would be a marginal tele- 
vision market. 


Local TV stations, commu- 


nity antenna systems and trans- 
lators, the group told the Com- 
mission, have formed an ef- 
fective partnership to meet the 
Commission's goal of furnish- 
ing the maximum amount of 
television reception to the larg- 
est number of people. 


The advice to the Commis- 


sion from the antenna compan- 
ies came as a result of com- 
plaints made by a few small-

ies of the 83 TV stations that 
have gone off the air clearly 
indicated that competition from 
community 
antenna 
systems 


has not been responsible in one 
single case for forcing a station 
off the air. They pointed out 
that the community antenna 
system actually fostered the 
development of small-town lo- 
cal TV stations by providing a 
ready-made market of TV sets 
which encouraged the opera- 
tors of the stations to begin 
operations.

Of the 600 community anten- 


na systems m the country, only 
37 are located in cities vith a 
local TV station, and in the 
large majority of cases, they 
were in opeiation before the 
local station went on the air 


The community antenna tele- 


vision operators told the Com- 
mission that the entire industry 
served slightly over 1,500,000 
viewers, less than one per cent 
of the total television viewers, 
but that they provided a neces- 
saiy service in extending tele- 
veision into the fringe areas, 
where, without community an- 
tennas, people would receive 
little or no television at all.

Satellites of Near Future 
Look Like Flying Saucers 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 


Associated Press Science Writer 
MOFFETT FIELD, Calif. (AP) 


— There ARE some things that 
look like flying saucers. 


Shiny, hollow spheres 12 feet 


in diameter. Smaller ones 2Vi 
feet across. And a saucer-shaped 
affair 30 feet in diameter is on 
the drawing boards Some of var- 
ious shapes as large as 100 feet 
in diameter have been proposed. 


These are satellites of the very 


near future. Some of them have 
been suggested for use as inter- 
planetary craft and for voyages 
to the moon. 


Those already completed be- 


long to the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, a gov- 
ernment agency. Motion pictures 
of the first ones to be tested 
aground were shown Monday for 


the first time at the triennial in- 
spection of Ames Aeronautical 
Laboratory, an NACA installation. 


Made of thin, tough plastic and 


covered with aluminum foil, these 
objects are featherweights. The 
12-footer weighs only nine pounds. 
The 2%-foot sphere weighs 11 
ounces. 


When they are shot into space 


by rockets they will be folded into 
packs no larger than a woman's 
handbag or a small suitcase. 


Once at the desired altitude 


they will be inflated by a small 
cartridge containing nitrogen. 


As space vemcies these crea- 


tions will carry instruments for 
measuring the magnetic and grav- 
itational fields of the earth, giving 
scientists new information on the 
shape of the globe and its internal 
makeup. They will supply new

Wool and Lamb 
Payments Are 
Being Hailed 


Wool and lamb incentive pay- 


2n.en.ts have gone out 
in the 


mail to Warren County farmers 
K. E. Dodd, Chairman, County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, an- 
nounced today. 
The payments 


are made under the wool incen- 
tive program on shorn wool and 
unshorn lambs sold during the 
1957 marketing year which end- 
ed March 31, 1958. 


As recently determined, the 


1957 wool incentive payments 
will amount to 15.5 percent of 
the dollar returns—or $15 50 for 
every $100—each producer re- 
ceived from the sale of shorn 
wool during the past marketing 
year. The payment rate on 
sales of unshorn lambs to com- 
pensate for the wool on them 
will be 33 cents per hundred- 
weight of live animals sold. 


Chairman 
Dodd explained 


that the shorn wool payment 
of 25.5 percent represents 
the 


difference between the national 
average price of 53.7 cents per 
pound received by producers for 
shorn wool during 
the 1957 


marketing year and the 62-cent 
per pound incentive level 
an- 


nounced for the 1957 market- 
ing years last October. 


He points out that the meth- 


od of payment under the wool 
program is designed to encour- 
age producers to do a good Job 
of marketing their wool, 
and 


the grower who gets the best 
possible price for his wool also 
receives the largest 
incentive 


payment. Thus, a grower who 
sold his wool for 40 cents per 
pound, which is below the 1957 
national average price of 53.7 
cents per pound, will receive a 
payment of 6.2 cents per pound, 
based on the 15 5 percent pay- 
ment rate for 1957 marketings. 
This will give him a total re- 
turn of 46.2 cents per pound. 


On the other hand, a grower 


who sold his wool for 60 cents 
per pound will receive a pay- 
ment of 9.3 cents per 
pound, 


giving him a total return 
of 


69 3 cents per pound for his 
wool.
